St. Louis, Maich 28—United States 
Senator J. Ralph Burton of Kansas 
was found guilty 'of selling his influ- 
ence by a jury in the United States 
district court, Judge Adams, at 12,25 
this afternoon.

The maximum penalty is a fine of 


$10,000, two years imprisonment ajid 
peipetual disqualification from holding 
any public office.

Mr. Clark referred to Representa- 
tives Hepburn and Grosvenor as "lu- 
minaries of the first magnitude in the 
congiessional galaxy and high priests 
n the temple of protection.' 


Like Lovers. 
He pictured these two "republican 
war horses'1 in theii seats side by side 
n the house and remarked that "oc- 
casionally these two statesmen 
fal 


afoul of each other; but their spats 
are lovers' quarrels. 
They soon kiss 


and make up again, and usually fight 
n pairs.' 
Continuing, he said: 


"The gentleman from Ohio takes 
piophesy as his peculiar domain, oc- 
casionally dipping into history as Silas 
Wegg dropped into poetry, while the 
rentleman from Iowa usually confines 
ilmself to history with now and then 
in excursion into the realm of imag- 
luition."

Sleepless Night. 
Senator Burton spent 
a sleepless 
night at the Southern hotel. 
A few 


minutes before the Jury brought in its 
verdict, he was summoned to court. 


He appeared promptly, accompanied 
by Judge Krum and F. "W. Lehmann, 
his attorneys. 
Nervously he twisted 


his mustache and anxiously *glariced 
at the clock in the court room.

Mr. Clark gave statistics showing 
the enormous co"rn crops annually pro- 
duced in the United States, the large 
expottation of this ceieal and the in- 
significant importation of the same. 
"And

I publican candidates because they are 
piotccted by the tariff fiom foreign

raisers." 
Mi Hepbutn's state- 


ment that the bank deposits in his 
home county amounted to mote tnan 
n. hundred dollars for every man, 
woman and child in the county, was 
touched on and the speaker said, sar- 
castically, that "all of this he (Hep- 
burn) attributed to the tailff, utterly 
ignoring the sunshine, .the ilch soil, 
the rain, the delightful climate, the 
favorable geographical location 
and 


the labor of democrats and republf- 
cane alike In that great county." 


Mr, Hepburn's claim that the price 


of steel rails had been i educed in the 
United States from $165 a ton under 
the Walker tariff to $24 a ton now, 
through an industiy built up by a re- 
publican tariff and American ingenu- 
ity was an assertion, said Mr. Clark, 
which might satisfy republican mem- 
bers of congress, buf would not deceive 
any intelligent man elsewhere as the 
cause of this reduction in the price of 
steel was the discovery of the Bes- 
semer process of manufacture.

Reciprocity. 


The reciprocity speech of Represent- 
ative Dalzell, delivered in the house 
lecently, was given comldeiable atten- 
tion by Mr. Clark. 
The keynote of 
that speech he declared to be this 
sentence1 
"Republican reciprocity is 
reciprocity In non-competing articles 
and in nothing else." 
This doctrine, 


he said, differed very widely from ittc- 
Kinley reciprocity, the foundation prin- 
ciple of which was expressed by Pres- 
ident McKinley at Buffalo in these 
words: 
"We1 must not repose in fan- 
cied security th«t we can forever sell 
everything and buy little or nothing." 


President Roosevelt had 
indorsed 
this McKinley idea of reciprocity, Mr. 
Clark asserted, by sending to the sen- 
ate an extension of time tor the rati- 
fication of the reciprocity treaty nego- 
tiated with France under the"direction 
of President McKinley. 
This treaty 


contained scores and scores of articles 
produced in Fraace and Algeria and. 
also in the UniteTT States on which a 
reduction of the tariff was provided 
for."If republican reciprocity on Feb- 
ruary 29, 1904,'" said Mr. Clark, "the 
day In which the gentleman 
from 
Pennsylvania made his speech. 
was 


what he declared It to be, then a vast 
change had come over the republican 
dream since those two republican .pres- 
Jdents sent those treaties to Ibjj sen- 


city, Mr. Clark stated, had been set 
forth by Mr. Williams, the minority 
leader. 
"It is," he said, "an autnori- 
tative statement upon which- we aie 
willing, to stand'In the pending cam- 
paign and hereafter. 
It 3s 'The demo- 
cratic .party believes that 'when on 
any aiticles that go to Cuba or any

lelations, to get the 
product at a 
cheaper pi ice. 
That enables them to 


buy more of our product. 
That en- 


ables those who have been buying it 
to buy more and enables those who 
have hitherto not been able to buy 
any to buy some, and that increases 
the voluire ot the consumption 
of 


Ameiican products and benefits 
the 
American producer by enabling him to 
sell more goods at the old profit, and 
thus both parties to the trade are ben. 
efited.'" 


The "stand pat" policy, Mr. Clark at- 
tributed to General Grosvenor, who he 
baid, was interviewed shortly after the 
election in Ohio in November, 1901 and 
in exuberance of spirit said regarding 
the election, "It means that there is 
no more prospect of the Dingley tar- 
iff being tinkeied with than there is of 
amending the Ten Commandments." 
"The Iowa Idea" was the next sub- 
ject to which Mr. Clark turned "his at- 
tention. 
As,expounded by Gov. Qum- 


mins, it was, said Mr. Clark, in sub- 
stance, as follows 
"That wherever 


tdi iff iates are so high that they have 
become shelters for monopolies 
and 
trusts they should be cut down, and 
that wherever protected articles manu- 
factured m this country are sold at 
lower prices abroad than at home, then 
the tariff rates should he scaled down." 


Continuing Mr. Clark said: 
"This 
ij the- head and front of his offending. 
In his second inaugural, delivered in 
Jnnuary, he added a postscript to his 
idea by declaring in favor of recipro- 
city with Canada. 
By advocating the 
'Iowa Idea" Gov. Cummins has become 
the bete noire of Uie stand patters and 
they would excommunicate htm from 
the lepublfcan church without delay, 
and without ceremony were they not 
afraid that, like .Samson, he wo^ld pull 
down the temple upon their heads as 
well as upon his own." 
This condition In thu 
republican 
party bi ought Mr. Clark back to his 
boyhood again and to a song, two lines 
of which he gave: 
"Beauty is but skin deep, 
Ugly to the bone." 
"That is a perfect description of the 
republican condition today," he said.

surface, while republican dissension 
pervades the G. O. P. ttmnjgh and 
through.

The old record books In the office 


of the circuit clerk show the recorded 
plats of Macon county towns which 
are long since forgotten. In one or two 
cases the'towng were failures and In 
other instances they never materialized 
further than beinr diagramed on pa- 
perThese lost towns of Macon county 
are so much In the past that no one 
v,ould know they ever existed unless 
they happened to be looking over the 
record books.' In making out the tract 
Irdex system to be used In the circuit 
clerk's office It waa necessary to go 
over all the records and the elaborate 
maps of these towns were found. 
Some of these places once rivaled De- 
ealur and promised to be the centeis 
of business but their lives were short. 
While the towns then- selves will never 
come back to life' the old record books 
will always be there to show the ef- 
forts of the early settlers and that Is 
about all the credit the promoters of 
the towns will ever receive for their 
trouble. 


Cent.rvill. Lost. 


One of these lost towns Is a place 
called Centerville and it Is so badly 
lost that no one Seems to know ex- 
actly where It was located excepting 
tl-at It wag probably south of Deca- 
tur and likely not far from this city.

Pneumonia Claim* One of Decatur's 


Mott Respected Citizens After 
. 
Short Illness. 


NEWS WAS A DISTINCT SHOCK. 


Few of His Acquaintances Knew His 


Conditions Was Serious. 


Peter Loeb died at 4.30 o'clock Mon- 


day afternoon at his home, 300 Prairie 
avenue. 
His death was due to an at- 


tack of pneumonia and he was ill only 
four days. 


But very few of Mr. Loeb's friends 


even knew that he was ill and the an- 
nouncement of his death came as a 
great surprise and shock. He has been 
about the city during the first part of 
last week and seemed to be in partic- 
ularly good health, in fact during the 
past few days had said that he was 
quite well all winter. 
He was a stur- 


dy robust man for one of his age, was 
always very active and had been ill 
but little during his lifetime. 


Went Home III. 
Last Thursday Mr. Loeb arose as us- 


ual and after eating a Hearty break- 
fast came down town. 
During the 


forenoon he went home and was not 
feeling well and at noon he retired to 
his room. 
At first he was not thought 


to be seriously ill, but it was soon 
seen by the physicians that he had 
pneumonia and Saturday night he grew 
worse. 
Sunday he was delirious most 


of the time, but until then no alarm 
had been. felt. 
Even during the last 


two days he was alive he showed much 
strength and those attending him had 
difficulty In keeping him In his room

A sister, 
Mrs. McCarthy, of Xenla, O., and a 
brother, Jacob Loeb, of Dayton, also 
survive. 


Success In Business. 
In a business way Mr. Loeb was a
